SHORTENING  ft  i 

Cotton  net  footing  makes  a  firm  flat  "binding  to  finish  seams 
on  heavy  linen  dresses  and  to  prevent  frayed  edges  without  increasing  hulk. 


If  you  wish  to  paint  a  wall  that  has  been  calcimined,  sponge 
off  the  calcimine  with  warm  water.  Sometimes  a  little  ammonia  in  the  water 
helps.     Let  the  walls  dry  thoroughly,   then  paint. 


Canned  goods  that  have  been  in  flood  water  can  be  thoroughly 
washed  and  used  if  the  seal  is  not  damaged  in  any  way.     The  tops  can  be 
disinfected  by  inverting  in  a  calcium  chloride  solution. 


Do  not  let  the  children  go  barefoot  anywhere  in  a  flooded 
region  for  some  time  to  come.  Cuts  and  scratches  on  the  feet  may  become 
infected  from  organisms  left  in  the  mud. 


The  little  seam  that  runs  across  the  shoulder  is  the  most 
important  seam  in  the  whole  dress  so  far  as  fitting  is  concerned.     It  is 
the  anchor  of  the  dress  and  determines  the  hang  of  the  garment,   the  fit 
across  the  chest  and  shoulders. 


Women's  clubs '  and  neighborhood  organizations  may  reduce 
expenses  in  work  against  moths  by  pooling  their  needs  and  purchasing 
insecticides  in  quantity  from  local  dealers  or  manufacturing  chemists. 
Hap  ht  hale  ne  and  paradichlorohenzene,   two  of  the  safest  and  best  materials  for 
protecting  fabrics  in  storage  against  moth  injury,  can  be  obtained  in  this  way. 
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When  the  house  is  closed  and  the  family  is  away,  mice  will 
get  in  unless  all  possible  entrances  are  securely  stopped.     All  foods  likely 
to  attract  them  should  he  disposed  of  or  left  in  tight  tin  or  glass  containers.
